RESOLUTION 
Patents Enquihy Committee 
Nffw Delhi, the 1st October 1948 

No. 223-IRP (6)/ 48 » — There has been a demand both from industrialists 
and from others for a rev.ew of the laws relating to patents in India with a view 
to ensuring that the patent Hysteia is more condueive to national interestfi than 
at present. In his opening bpeoch at the Conferen'^e on Industrial Development 
in India on 15th December, 1947, the Honourable Minister, Industry and Supply 
announced that the Government of India would consider this question. After 
a oareful examination of the pus lion, the Government of India have now decided 
to act up a Committee to review the Patent I^iaws in Iiidia. 

2. The terms of reference to the Committee ore as follows: — 

(1) to Survey and report on the working of the Patent System in India; 

(2) to examine the existing Patent legislation in India and to make 

recommendations for improving it, particularly with reference to 
the provisions concerned with the prevention of abuse of patent# 
rights ; 

(8) to consider whether any special restrictions should be imposed on 
patents regarding food and medicine ; 

(4) to suggest steps for ensuring effective publicity to the patent system 

and to patent I’teratui'^, particularly as regards patents obtained 
by Indian inventors; 

(5) to consider the necessity and feasibility of setting up a National 

Patents Trust ; 

(0) to consider the desirability or otherwise of regulating the profession 
of patent agents; 

(7) bo examine the working of the Patent Office and the services rendered 

by it to the public and moke suitable recommendations for 
improvement; and 

(8) to report generaUy on any improvement that the Committee thinks fit 

to recommend for enabling the Indian Patent System to be more 
conducive to national interest, by enoourag ng invention and the 
commercial development and use of Inventions.

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Wo, 309-P(^a). — 'I'he Central Government is ploused to constitute an Adv.Bor 
Co\mcil to advise the Chiet Commissioner, Himachal Pradesh, in the diecbarge 
of his adminifltrative functions and to make the following provisions to regnhitt 
its consufcution ixnd procedure : 

(1) The Advisory Council sliiill consist of the Chief OomiiusBioner, vdic 
shall Lc the President the Council, and 7 other members. Of these, 7 
members y will be rex^rcBcntn, lives of the Eulers of the States which have beer 
integrated in Himachal Pradesh and 4 will be representatives of the people. 

Members of the Advisory Council shall bo nominated by the Central Cov-u-r - 
nient In consultation with tlie Chief Commiseioner. 

All residents of the Trovince, above th^ age ot 21, shal' he eligible IfH' 
iiozninatiou se members, 

(2) The Chief Commissionor will seek the Advice of ih^ CM-uucil ojj (a) aT 
finaticiul matters except those which arc not subject to the vote of tlio Leglslatl vi- 
Ass^irbiy except that items involving recurring e.xpLnditure upto Es, 25,CX)if 
and nou-recuning Es. 1,G0,(XJ0 need not be referred to the Council; 

(bj matte)‘tj of administration hivolving general policy, Bcheuies- of J^weloj - 
nient and jjroxiosals for legislation and not on matters relating to the dayAo-dav 
admin-stmtioii or to individual appointments not involving a principle of Hn;> 
imjjort ance : 

(c) general questions touch i jig the impIeniLuitation of gt-neuil policy hu'I 
schemes of development ; 

(d) any rlher matter which the Chief CuminisK/oner oi' the rrovernmcMi of 
India may refer to the Council, 

(3j Alembers will have powers in regard to resolutions and interpehations 
hut the Chief Commissioner may, in the public interest, refuse te give irdo^-- 
inatioji or allow disouBsion of these, 

(I) The Cljief Commissirmer may i^errnit his officers to be ia'oscnfc at iJto 
meetings and participate in the diBcussions or furnish information but Hvy 
will not have a. right to vote, 

(5; I’he functions of the Council will be purely advisory but rhougfi their 
advice will not be binding on the Chief Commissioner, he will give due' weight 
to it ill reaching decisions or in making reoommendat'oos to Government, 

(6) The Advisory Council will meet at least once in three months. 

(7) There shall be paid to every member of the Advisory OomicU travolhjjg 
and daily allowances at the rates admissible to members of the I^^ast Punjab 
Legislative Assembly whenever they attend meetings of the Advisory Council’
